Recipes 


SAUERKRAUT 

In making sauerkraut, the outer 
leaves of the cabbage and any de- 
caped or bruised leaves should be 
discarded, as well as the core, The 
cabbage should be shredded with a 
slaw-cutter or a sharp knife. After 
weighing,. the cabbage should be 
packed immediately in a water-tight | 
receptacle. It has been found that 
one pound of salt to 40 pounds of 
cabbage gives the best flavor to the 
finished product. The cabbage 
should be pressed down as. firmly | 
as possible and covered with a cloth, 
a clean piecé of board and @ stone | 
weight. 

The weight should be sufficient 
to cause the brine to rise above the 
board. The container should be set) 
in a warm place unfil fermentation, 
is complete. Before adding a layer 
of hot paraffin wax to prevent a 
scum forming, such scum as there 
is should be taken off. If the sauer- 
kraut is made in the late Fall, the 
layer of paraffin wax will not be 
necessary as the sauerkraut can be | 
frozen as soon as fermentation is | 
complete. ” .

Prolific House Fly 
Carrier of Disease 


House flies. are prolific ‘iieadion 
and; during the summer and early 
Autumn, appear in great numbers 
wherever the “materials in which 
they breed—-manure and. garbage— 
are allowed to accumulate without 
proper treatment, 

The species Musca domesica L., 
is a house fly par excelleiice, and 
constitutes over 90 per cent of the 
flies found in houses in temperate 
climates. The problem of the house} 
fly is a serious One, owing to its re- 
tation to disease, states C. R. Twinn: 
Entomological ‘Branch, Department 
of Agriculture. *-The flies serve in 
the contaminative spread of. disease, 
and as alternate hosts or carriers of }) 
disease organisms. Among impor- 
tant diseases shown to be transmitted 
through contamination of food by 
flies are typhoid, tuberculosis, sum- 
mer diarrhoea, cholera, and bacterial 


and amoebic dysentry. Flies also 
feed on mucus, blood and serum 
from wounds, exudations from 


sores and ulcers, and are thus able 
to transmit diseases of various kinds 
from infected lesions to the mucoys 
membranes, or broken skin, or heal- 
thy individuals; anthrax, trichoma, 
purulent ophthalmia and yaws have 
been proved to be carried in this 
way. 
Flies Among Animals 
Undoubtedly, 


many diseases are 
carried by flies among animals, as 
well as human beings. It is known 
thal flies are the carriers of certain 
species of roundworms that produce 
tumours in the stomachs of horses, 
and of tapeworms -which infest 
poultry. 
.In_ considering control measures 
against the house fly (and inciden- 


tally the biting stable fly and blow 
flies), the disposal or treatment of 
their breeding places should be 
given first place, as several  hun- 
dreds of thousands of flies may 
emerge from a single ton of manure 
or garbage. Garbage should prefer- 
ably be disposed of by burning. 
Manure should be removed daily and 
spread on the fields, where the dry- 
ing action of sun and wind will pre- 


vent breeding; or, if this is not 
practical, it should ‘be piled» in 
compact heaps with = straight-cut 


sides to promote high temperatures 
destructive to the larvae.

Although early ope spring Taal of 
crested wheat grass on clean land 
in the Prairie Provinces usually 
gives the best results, numerous tests 
have demonstrated that a stand’ may 
be established satisfactorily by seed- 
ing in the Fall of the-year. 

In the booklet. entitled “Growing 
Crested Wheat Grfss for Seed Pro- 
| duction,” issued - by the Dominion 
| Department. of “Agriculture, T. M. 
Stevenson and -W. J. White of the 
Dominion Forage ‘Crop Laboratory 
at Saskatoon, state that Fall seed- 
ings have thé advantage OofSbeing 
léss likely to’be injured by soil drift- 
‘ing and, insect; pests. In addition, 
the grass makes sufficient’ growth 
to permit early cultivation to control 
Weeds in the following Spring: 

Seedings made in early September 
ow well-prepared fallow land have 
been most successful, and Fall seed- 
ings made over a period of years 
have - neyer shown any. tendency 
‘towards wintér killing. 


Produce’ Fair’ Crop- 


Stands of crested wheat grass es- 
tablished: through Fall seedings nor- 


mally produce a fair seed crop: the 
following year, but yields -of seed 
are always somewhat smaller than 
those from Spring seedings made 
im the same year.
